Four of Ministers Said 


to Have Accepted It Only 
Because They Felt 
Prague Would Balk. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 20.—Uncertainty to- 
day over the outcome of the Czecho- 
slovak crisis replaced the feeling 
in France that it was near solution 
through the British-French 
posal giving in to Adolf Hitler's 
demands. 

Diplomatie sources said France 
had made it plain to Czechoslovakia 
that it would have to fight alone 
if it refused to accept the Powers’ 
proposal for giving Germany the 
Sudeten areas, but uneasiness arose 
“as reports were received from other 
European capitals. 

Coincident with “shameful admis- 
sions”. in the French press to the 
effect that Premier Daladier’s Gov- 
ernment had disgraced the country 
by accepting Hitler's demands, Fi- 
nance Minister Paul Marchandeau 
warned the nation against hoarding 
and thus embarrassing the public 
Treasury. 

This, with the unsettled strike of 
175,000 building workers in the 
Paris region, disclosed that the 
Government was under pressure in 
both its domestic and foreign. pol- 


icy. 
Poland Presents Its Claims. 

The official Polish attitude on 
the crisis was conveyed to Foreign 
Minister Georges Bonnet by the 

Polish Ambassador, Julius Lukasie- 
wicz. Although officials were si- 
lent on the conversation, it was 
known from offiical Warsaw dis- 
patches and declarations that Po- 
land was inclined to demand the 
game disposition of Polish minori- 
ties in Czechoslovakia as Britain 
and France would accord the Sude- 
‘en Germans.

The bullets which brought down 
Arthur Schading last night in front 


of the gaudily decorated Electrical 


Workers’ Hall at Boyle and Gibson 
avenues put an end to the turbu- 
lent career of “Two-gun Artie”— 
the most spectacular labor leader 
in St. Louis for the last decade. 

The boss of the electricians’ No. 
1 union, Schading was easily the 
No. 1 labor leader in St. Louis, 
from the standpoint of public in- 
terest in his activities. 

Suspended from the union in 
1929 for “dishonorable conduct,” he 
bided his time, mended his fences 
and, on expiration of his - year pen- 
alty, was promptly restored to 
power, in 1936, as chief business 
agent of the local. 

Violence Marks Labor Disputes. 

With Schading back in the sad- 
dle, the union adopted an aggres- 
sive policy which led to numerous 
strikes and jurisdictional- disputes 
attended by violence of one sort or 
another. Bombs exploded at the 


business places of employers who’ 


had trouble with the union, and op- 
pohents of Schading, within and 
without his own union, were 
mauled. 

The most conspicuous recent o- 
currence of that nature was the 
assault last Aug. 5 of David Jones, 
who had been elected president of 
the union by Schading’s opponents, 
a few hours before a crucial meet- 
ing of the union. With Jones in 
the hospital, suffering from a com- 
pound fracture of the left leg, the 
anti-Schading faction of the union 
lost by one vote its effort to strip 
the business agent of the r he 
had to call union members off their 
jobs. 

Schading, bald and husky, had the

His purpose was to exclude 
John J. Hallihant, former commit- 
ete chairman and leader of the fac- 
tion supporting Fields. 
Fields Group in Control. 


When English made a motion 
that the meeting be closed, a mem- 
ber of the Fields group moved that 
the meeting be opened. Fields, as 
chairman, put the latter motion be- 
fore the meeting, and although an 
oral vote indicated the English fac- 
tion had won, Fields declared that 
the meeting would be open. After 
a protest, a roll-call vote was tak- 
en, which showed that the Fields 
group was in control.

Old City Flies German and 
British Flags to Honor 
Hitler and Chamberlain.

GODESBERG, Germany, Sept. 20. 


his picturesque old resort on the 
banks of the Rhine has become 
wide awake preparing feverishly to 
receive Adolf Hitler and Neville 
Chamberlain for their conference 
on Czechoslovakia. 

People have flocked in from all 
directions and the hotels are full 
to overflowing. 

No one knows exactly when the 
conference will take place but the 
town has put on its holiday best, 
with many Germaf and British 
flags and swastika banners. 

The greatest activity is at the 
hotel Dresen where Hitler will stay 
and where the conference will be 
held, The Nazi leader maintains 
a fine suite of rooms at this hotel 
which stands so close to the river 
that waters ripple against the gar- 
den wall. Hitler has been a fre- 
quent visitor here for many years. 
The whole hotel has been taken 
over ‘for the conference. The only 
people who will actually live there, 
however, will be Hitler and his en- 
tourage. Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain will be quartered in the Kur- 
hotel at Petersberg, high up on the 
mountain directly across the river 
from Godesberg. He will have to 


cross the fast flowing water in a 
launch.

New 
furniture and rugs are being added. 


Hitler’s suite is kept ready for 


him at all times. Nobody else ever 
occupies it and when he is in it 
the corridor is closed. The rooms 
are sunny and look out over the 
broad river with a view of towering 
hills, an ancient castle and the 
huge Kurhotel. 

The suite contains a large room 
which he uses for conferences and 
it is here he will confer with Cham- 
berlain. 

Just off this room there is a large 
balcony suitable for talks or for 
tea, as the conferees wish.

The bureau, at 9:30 a. m., said the 
storm which menaced South Fiori- 
da yesterday was moving 
northwestward or northward at 
about 17 miles an hour. 

The center of the hurricane, the 
bureau said, was about 300 miles 
east of Vero Beach, Fla, at 7 a. m. 
The exact location was given as 
Latitude 28 degrees north and Lon- 
gitude 75 degrees west. 

The storm warnings were ordered 
up from Wilmington to Cape Hat- 
teras and the Weather Bureau said 
“the storm will gradually turn to- 
ward the north-notrheast with the 
center passing some distance east 
of Cape Hatteras tonight.” 

Meteorologists warned that the 
hurricane would “cause increasing 


northerly winds on the North Caro- 


lina coast, becoming fresh to strong 
and, probably reaching gale force 
at exposed places on the Cape with 


shore.” 

Caution was advised for all ships 
in the path of the storm and small 
craft were warned to stay in port 
from the Virginia Capes to Charles- 
ton, 

The Weather Bureau said the 
lowest barometric pressure report- 
ed last. night from ships in the 
storm area was 27.90 inches.

Decline in Buying. 

The steel industry is reasoning 
that, despite the financial crisis 
facing the roads, they must find 
the money next year to replace 
much of their rails, whose average 
life is between 7 and 8 years. 

In the last five, years the rail- 
roads have bought 12,296,000 tons 
of steel, compared with 21,100,000 
in the preceding five years, when 
the depression already had caused 
them to cut their budgets. 

An indication of the individual 
buying of roads may be seen in the 
comparisons of New York Central, 
which took 202,202 tons in 1929 and 
87,230 last year, and Pennsylvania, 
which bought 310,000 tons in 1929 
and hasn't purchased since it 
bought 100,000 tons in the fall of 


1936. 
Change in Prices. 

The most important rail cut was 
in standard “T” rails, ranging from 
60 to 150 pounds a yard, No. 1 
quality. The new price, $40, down 
$2.50, is freight on board cars at 
mills in Bessemer, Pa., or Gary, 
Ind. Prior to 1932 the price was 
$43 a ton. On Oct. 20, 1932 they 
were cut to $40 and on Nov. 9, 
1933, reduced to $36.375 at the Gov- 
ernment's demand. On Dec. 1, 1936, 
they were increased to $39 and in 
March, 1937, placed at $42.50 soon 

after a boost in wages was granted. 

Cut spikes, generally used in 
track laying, were reduced 15 cents 
a hundred pounds or $3 a ton to 
$3.025 per 100 pounds in Pittsburgh 
and $3.03 in Chicago. 

Screw spikes were slashed 75 
cents per hundred pounds or $5 
per ton to $4.575 per 100 pounds in 
Pittsburgh and $4.58 in Chicago. 

The development came at a time 
when the industry was becoming 
more optimistic than it has been 
in months. Operations have been 
climbing slowly until they now ap- 
proximate 47.3 per cent of capacity. 

Employment rolls, which slumped 
from 594,000 in July of 1987 to 
424,400 last July, were rising to- 
wards the 450,000 mark. The August 
pig iron output of 1,493,000 tons was 
the largest for any month since last

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Judge Replaces Him With 
Leo G. Desobry as Co- 
Trustee of First National 
Company. 


EX-GOVERNOR WILL 
OPPOSE DECREE 


He Will Ask for New Hear- 


ing and Failing That Will 
Appeal to Missouri Su- 
preme Court. 


A decree removing Henry S. Caul- 
field, Republican nominee for Unit- 
ed States Senator and former Gov- 
ernor, as co-trustee of the First Na- 
tional Co., former investment af- 


filiate of the First National Bank, 


was issued by Circuit Judge Eu- 
gene J. Sartorius late yesterday. 
In his place the Court appointed 


Leo G. Desobry. “he other trustee

Caulfield announced that he 
would ask for a new hearing and, 
failing that, would appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Missouri. He was 
removed because he accepted from 
the bank $10,000 as an additional 
fee, besides the compensation of 
$500 a month, also paid by the bank, 
fixed by the court. It has been his 
contention that his responsibilities 
were greater than at first expected. 

$10,000 Extra Fee Assailed. 
Judge Sartorius held that the 
fact that allegations were pending 


against the bank in connection with 


the company’s affairs made it 
“highly improper” that Caulfield 
should demand or accept the addi- 
tional fee. The court, said the de- 
cree, had reserved the exclusive 
right to order any change in Caul- 
field's pay, but Caulfield demanded 
the extra allowance without the 
court’s knowledge or authority. The 
demand and acceptance of the $10,- 
000 was contrary to Caulfield’s du- 
ties and violated the decree by 
which he was appointed, July 24, 
1933, the court said. 

The former Governor’s action 
conflicted with and was prejudicial 
to the rights and interests of par- 
ticipation certificate holders and 
tended to deprivé him of the in- 
dependence which it was his duty 
as co-trustee to preserve, the de- 
cree asserted. It added that this 
action tended to place Caulfield 
under undue and improper obliga- 
tions to the bank. 

This decree was handed down on 
a motion filed last March 16 by 
Hyman G. Stein, attorney for Laza- 
rus and Cecelia Seigle, holders of 
$7500 in face value of the default- 
ed participation certificates. Com- 
pensation for Desobry, who also is 
receiver for an apartment house at 
Spring and Park avenues by ap- 
pointment of Judge Sartorius, was 
not mentioned specifically, but the 
language of the decree indicated he 
would get the same monthly salary 
as Caulfield. 

An appeal to the Supreme Court 
of Missouri has been taken by Cau)- 
field and the bank from an order 
of Circuit Judge John W. Joynt al- 
lowing Stein a $30,000 fee. They 
charged that Stein should have 
been paid by clients who employed 
him in litigation over the trustees’ 
plan to borrow from the R F C, 
rather than by the trust estate. 

Caulfield’s Statement. 

In a statement announcing his 
intention to oppose the decree, Caul- 
field said: 

“The decree orders me removed 
for receiving compensation which 
was concededly reasonable for my 
services. At the hearing no at- 
tempt was made to prove that my 
services were not reasonably worth 
the amount I received. The mov- 
ant’s attorney said at the hearing 
that the reasonableness of my com- 
pensation was not in question; and 
the Court does not decree that the 
compensation that I received was 
not reasonable pay for the services 
that I rendered. . 

“So that I have been ordered re- 
moved on the purely technical the- 
ory that I should have had an order 
of the Court approving the addi- 
tional compensation, the reason- 
ableness of which no one ques 
tioned. I was advised by counsel 
appointed by the Court that ap- 
pointed me that it was not neces- 

sary to obtain an order approving 
the additional reasonable compen- 
sation. So that in substance there 
is a difference of opinion as to 
whether there was a technical vio- 
lation, a question on which the Su- 
preme Court may have to pass. 
“Not a cent of any compensation 
to me came out of the trust estate. 
The bank itself paid it under the 
' decree, which ordered it to pay my 


compensation. 


Took Advice of Counsel. 
“The present decree seems to as- 
sume it was my duty to take action

35,000,000 Gas Masks. 

One Government proposes to. pro- 
vide some 35,000,000 gas masks 
through local distributing centers in 
time of emergency. How this dis- 
tribution will be made in the speci- 
fied sections, which at times include 
areas 12 miles in diameter, is be- 
yond comprehension. 

A local air warden or a member 
of his staff is supposed to make 
a house-to-house canvass to instruct 
individuals in the fitting and wear- 
ing of the masks in an air raid. 
Schools also are instructing chil- 
dren on gas masks. 

The storage of the masks calls 
for specially prepared accommoda- 
tions. The rubber parts must be 
kept in air-tight containers. 

The efficiency of a gas mask de- 
pends to a large extent upon its 
fitting the face. Thus, gas masks 
are manufactured in szies like hats. 
To obtain the numbers and sizes of 
the respirators’ required air raid 
wardens once every three months 
must visit each dwelling in their 
area, fit the permanent residents, 
und record the data. 

Five Kinds of Poison Gas. 
Experts of the chemical warfare 
| department are asking pointed 
questions. In England, for instance, 
the standard Government-issued 
gas masks cost about 50 cents. 
Chemical experts know that a gas 
mask Which will protect the wearer 
against all known types of poison 
gases (there are about five) can- 
not be manufactured at such a low 
price. And if they are only effec- 
tive against one type of poison gas, 
then the defense is reduced to hope 
that the enemy will be sporting

These men scoff at the use of 
poison gas bombs. Poison gases 
are a transitory menace.

When a big bomb explodes in the 
street, the collapse of the atmos- 
phere to fill the vacuum left by 
the expanding pressure of the blast 
exerts\a suction that draws out the 
exterior’ walls of buildings and 
dumps them into the thoroughfare.

EARTH'S MOTION IRREGULAR, 
NOT MOON'S, SCIENTIST SAYS 


Suggests Variation of Second 
Year May Be Caused by Length- 
Axis, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Dr. Er- 
nest W. Brown, professor of astron- 
omy at Yale University, says the 
Barth, not the moon, is to blame 
for apparent. irregularities in th 
moon’s motion, 


Writing in the annual report of 
the Smithsonian Institution, Dr. 
Brown says a check of observations 
of the sun, moon and earth for the 
last 150 years disclosed sudden, ir- 
regular changes in the rate of the 
earth’s rotation on its axis. Half 
a century ago, astronomers believed 
it was the moon's motion which va- 
ried. But Dr. Brown concludes that 
although the changes in the earth’s 
rotation alter the apparent length 
of the year not more than one sec- 
ond, the maximum variation would 
be accounted‘ for by an increase of 
five inches in the earth's radius; 
accordingly he suggests the change 
in the rate of ‘the earth’s rotation 
may be connected with the forces 
which build mountains.

They submit- 
ted when Hitler remilitarised the Rhineland. . They 
denied the Spanish Government's right under inter- 
national law to buy arms to put down the Franco 
revolt, and tolerated Italian and German interven- 
tion. Last spring, no protest was made when Aus- 
tria fell victim to Nazi conquest. 1 

Where will it end? After each surrender, the 
hope is expressed that Germany is now a satisfied 
nation.

hot for bombers, if the fighters 
can get to them in time, but the 
old baseball slogan still holds good. 
“You can't hit em when you can't 
see em.“ 

Bombers are fast, the time 
element of warning is reduced to 
minutes and possibilities of-a sur- 
prise bombing raid Tequire 
the defense to.maintain a constant 
air patrol at maximum force. This 
would be as futile as trying to 
maintain a constant, anti-aircraft 
gun barrage as soon as war seemed 
to be approaching. 

In short, the air attack has far 
outdistanced and overpowered the 
flying air defense and ground ef- 
forts against the swift, deadly 
bomber. 

Defense Rays Still a Dream. 

There are a lot of rumors about 
development of mysterious _ rays, 
off an air attack. The prayer for 
defense is father of the thought. 
The launching of a fan-like are of 
rays into the atmosphere to impede 
and knock out the ignition of the 
bomber engines is the dream of 
every anti-aircraft defense expert. 

They may be developed some day, 
but they’re not ready now. Even 
if they should be perfected, they 
will fall far short of stopping the 
bomber. No one has the wildest 
hope of being able to prevent fuel 
oll from being pumped into the 
cylinders of aircraft engines which 
do nott depend upon electrical igni- 
tion, and that type of engine, l 
the Diesel. 

It is significant that in the gi- 
gantic British air armament pre 
gram a defense weapon—the super- 
speed fighting plane—is that coun- 
try’s outstanding air development. 
Neither the British nor French 
bombers are a match for the Ger- 
man Heinkel III's or the Italian 
Savoia Marchietti. 

The British are trying to im- 
prove the accuracy of their anti- 
aircraft gunnery by shooting at 
radio-controlled target airplanes, 
For every one shot down ... few 
and far between, where the shoot- 
ing was conducted under normal 
war conditions ... they have 
learned an additional dozen rea- 
sons for appreciating the limita- 
tions of the anti-aircraft gun. 

Frustrating Gunners. 

The air attack has scores of 
ingenious tricks up its sleeve for 
baffling the anti-aircraft gun and 
getting into bombing position. For 
instance, about 10 or 12 seconds are 
required for an anti-aircraft shell 
to reach 15,000 or 16,000 feet. 

In that time the fast bomber 
may be a mile from where it was 
when the shell was fired. Mean- 
while, the gun battery estimates 
the speed of the bomber and at- 
tempts to get a shooting lead of 80 
many hundreds or thousands of 
yards. But the bomber only needs 
to open and close his throttles at 
uneven intervals to vary his speed 
from 150 to 300 miles an hour. 
And this completely upsets the cal- 
culations - of the anti-aircraft 
gunners. 

Sound detector accessories of 
anti-aircraft guns are effective in 
locating the bomber if its engines 
are run at cruising speeds, But the

William J. Carney of Newark, 
State CIO director, said “organ- 
izers are kidnaped, shoved around 
and dumped in swamps by Jersey 
City police.” 

“You are meeting,” he said, “in 
one of the most reactionary, anti- 
union states in the country, die- 
tated to by Mayor Hague.” 

John Brophy of Washington, na- 
tional CIO director, representing 
John L. Lewis, CIO chairman, dis- 
missed what he said were rumors 
that the CIO internally was torn 
by confusion and demoralization. 

“We are forced out of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor,” he said, 
“by a radical leadership that did 
not dare to submit the CIO pro- 
gram to the rank and file. The 
CIO has been able to consolidate 
our forces and out of our adversi- 
ties has come a more vigorous, mili- 
tant, active trade unionism.” 

Resolutions offered by locals from

“IT GETS ro SE A HARD GRIND.” 


STRASBURG, Mo., Sept. 20. 

IFTEEN years ago, on a warm 
F spring afternoon, Lela Ammon 

played hookey from her senior 
high school English class to watch 
a group of men shoot clay pigeons 
at her father’s gun club on the out- 
skirts of Hast Lynne, Mo. Standing 
aside from the crowd, she watched 
for some time. Then her father 
called to her. Instead of a scold- 
ing, Had Ammon told his daughter 
he had five shells left and asked 
her to: shoot them. She did — and 
broke three clay pigeons out . of 
five. 4 
That was the beginning of a most 
interesting career, for Lela, now 
Mr. Lela Ammon Hall, who, for 
four consecutive years, has held the 
women’s amateur clay target cham- 
pionship of North America and is 
recognized as the greatest woman 
trapshooter. on the North Ameri- 
can continent. Mrs. Hall is the 
only trapshooter, man or woman, 
chosen for the all-American trap 
team more than two years, and has 
been the only woman member since 
1934. 

Until she shot that. afternoon, 
Mrs. Hall had never had much in- 
terest in guns or hunting. Since 
then it has been her greatest inter- 
est. Besides attending the Grand 
American shoot at Vandalia, O., 
she attends many state shoots, and 
fall each year finds her in the field 
with dog and gun during the quail 
season. 

Following the close of high school 
she began Shooting 25 targets a 
week at her father’s club, using his 
double-barreled 12-gauge shotgun. 
As she showed improvement, her 
father promised her the gun when 
she broke 25 straight targets. Mrs. 
Hall can’t remember just when it 
was she won the gun, but she can 
recall breaking 24 straight targets 
many times and then missing the 
last because she was trying so hard 
for the prized possession. 

Breaking 25 straight targets re- 
called to Mrs. Hall the most gruel- 
ling contest in her experience, the 
1986 shoot for the women’s cham- 
pionship of North America, at the 
Grand American. Mrs. Marie Grant 
of Fort Dodge, Ia., had finished

Horace Mann was miserably 
poor. He had a frail body. But, de- 
termined to get an education, he 
borrowed Hooks from the village 
library and educated himself. 

He decided to go to college. So he 
hired a tutor to prepare him. He 
went into debt so heavily to raise 
this ey that it took him nine 
years/to pay for his tutor. 

Just as he was beginning to get 
ahead» he endorsed notes for his 
brothef.
